SEATTLE (AP)—New tacts have con¬ 
firmed that a maraiv* “underwater 
river" Dow, into Puget Sound along 
the bottom of the Strait of Juan de 
Fuca. a University ot Washington 
oceanography group reported Saturday. 
* * * ■ 

The study also disclosed a northward 
flow along the sea bottom from the 
Columbia River to the strait. 

Davicea called sea-bed drifters, plas¬ 


tic saucers designed to follow currents 
nesr the ocean bottom, were dropped 
from planes. Each carried an offer ot 
a 50-cent reward tor information on 
time and place of recovery. More than 
2,500 were returned. 

The study, which Is continuing. Is by 
Dr. Clifford A. Barnes, Dr. M. Grant 
Ross and a senior oceanographer, Betty- 
Ann Morse. 

They said the inbound stream of 


cold water along the bottom of the 
strait travel! beneath an outbound 
stream of warmer water. Scientists for 
more than 30 years have theorized there 
must be a compensating bottom flow to 
maintain the level of Puget Sound.

Dr. Barnes said the new study proved 
existence of the bottom flow, estimated 
to be 15 times greater than/the volume 
of the Columbia River.

At 37 he came to Vancouver as president of Yorkshire 
Financial Corporation and Yorkshire Trust Co. In addition to 
five directorships he is vice-chairman of Boultbee Sweet 
Realty Ltd. 

. For all his 20 years in the investment field, however, Mr. 
Trebell isn’t a banker and claims his principal aim is to 
“take some of the mystery out of banking.” 

He is regarded by many as a promoter who feels in his 
present role this image is somehow inappropriate. 

“I’m not a stock salesman or promoter." Mr. Trebell 
argues. "I’ve lived all by business life by Investment and 
credit decisions involving biUksis of dollars." 

* * * 

Yet, in the end, his sales pitch for the new bank boils 
down to an emotional appeal. He knows this and yet can 
justify this approach because, he claims, “I know It Is a darn 
good investment to boot." 

But he hedges a lot, talking about security of investment, 
future capital gains, and “built-in" profits, the latter 
presumably Intended to offset the no-return factor for the 
first three years of the bank's life. 

Mr. Trebell ignores the fact that most small or middle- 
sized investors, those to whom the bank was making a special 
appeal, can't afford to tie up their money tor even three 
yean without returns. 

In a candid moment, he admits: “I don’t know why I 
don’t get off my backside and tell the people to buy bank 
shares and help build their own province.” 

♦ * * 

There lies the nub of the special problem facing the B.C 
bank. It was conceived as a bank with direct government 
participation- With Mr. Bennett’s charismatic appeal It might 
have achieved the original 37S.OOO.OOO capital - goal. Without 
him it was bound to fail. There is still some doubt whether it 
will reach the new goal of $25,000,000 by Aug. 15. 

Mr. Bennett has gone as far as he dares, at one point 
even saying he guarantees investors a return an their money 
But even this wasn’t enough to guarantee the success of the 
bank, which undoubtedly will touch the lives of every British 
Columbian with prosperity in future.

"Teachers have shown that 
they no longer wish to be cast 
in a submissive role in 
education; they no longer 
wish to react to the proposals 
of others, but prefer to act on 
their own behalf ... 

"This growing militaricy has 
led teachers directly to cam¬ 
paign on class size, to act 
politically, to seek publicity in 
their areas of interest, to seek 
support for their educational 
demands, in short, to act in 
the sure knowledge that what 
they want for the children in 
their care is what society 
must have in order to pro¬ 
gress.'* 


Mr. Robertson added: 

“I subscribe to the viewt 
held by Dan U. Levine of the 
University of Missouri who 
stated : The professional 
teacher Is the militant teacher 
because he refuses to tolerate 
conditions which seriously 
hamper his effectiveness as a 
teacher.'" 

This ia what the forth¬ 
coming showdown over class 
size is all about. One can only 
wish that Greater Victoria’s 
medical profession would 
campaign similarly against 
the community's hospital bed 
shortage disgrace. 

* * * 

“We have begun to be 
leaders in education,” said 
Mr. Robertson — and then 
undercut his own words. He 
opposed BCTF financial par¬ 
ticipation in education 
research, a field neglected by 
the department of education 
and only tow being explored 
by the B.C. School Trustee's 
Association. 

"Are we prepared to be 
leaders in education?” asked 
Mr. Robertson. To his credit, 
he answered himself: “It is 
patently clear in my mind 
that we are not.

*T regard it all as evidence 
of a proper professional 
approach and I'm glad to see 
it.”

It’s regrettable but true that 
the average school trustee 
regards with irritation the 
attempts ot teachers to confer 
as equals wiiti trustees. The 
annual salary war dominates 
teacher - trustee relationships. 

Probably It was with this in 
mind that Mr. Beinder called 
for greater communication 
between te aehers and 
trustees. 

There should be only 
encouragement for (he legiti¬ 
mate efforts of teachers 
toward the responsibility and 
authority of hill professional 
stature.

Wind Wafts Death 


By M. V. CHESNIT 

POISON KD DAHLIAS (E.H.. K<wb*l 
The twisted uid dlatorted foliage on 
your sick dahlias suggests that they 
have been poisoned by drifting fumes of 

2.4- D weedkiller. The deadly mist 
could have came in from a weedMUing 
job some distance away, which is why 

2.4- D should never be applied on a 
windy day, nor in the form of a fine 
misty spray. 

There ia another possibility to be 
considered. You say you have mulched 
the aoil heavily between the dahlia 
planis with lawn mowings. If these 
were taken from a lawn which had been 
treated with weedkiller, the residual 
fumes could be sufficiently stron g to 
poison your plants Clippings from 
treated lawns must be thoroughly 
weathered and aired before using them 
as a mukl. around valued plants. 

There are no counter measures you 
can take as thpre is no known antkkxe 
for 2, 4-D poisoning in plants. You might 
try spraying the foliage dally with a 
weak fertiliser solution^ but prospects 
for recovery arc not \ffry hopeful.

COOL GREENHOUSE (N.MeC., Vic¬ 
toria) — Among ether subjects which 
would do well in your cool greenhouse, 
you could pot up any of the buiba which 
normally Rower In the spring outdoors 
— tulips and hyacinths in particular. 


Freesias are sweetly scented bulb 
Dow era. and buTo« potted up next month 
should bloom in raid-winter. 

Seeds of pansies, sweet pea*, 
schizanthus and stocks soma new will 
give you lots of winter bloom, and bulbs 
of Wedgwood Ms potted ig» in October 
will blown In February. All the ordinary 
houseplants will thrive in your green¬ 
house except the real heat-loving 
tropical kinds. The cyclamen and the 
emrraria require very eoal condition 
and should do much better in your 45- 
degree bouse than in the winter heat of 
a living room. 

♦ * * 

PATIENCE PLANT (AJR-M-. Na- 
aalioa) — The fertiliser you gave your 
Patience plant had nothing whatever to 
do with the tofestaboo of wfaimfly on it, 
although over-teedkag or tooorre v t feed¬ 
ing will often render a 'plant mare 
susceptible to attack. 

I think you are wise to scrap the 
plant and atari another, as the wtatefly 
is a stubborn pest when it is as firmly 
entrenched as you describe. Better hum 
the old plant and the soil it grows in. 
and scrub the pot in hot. soapy water 
with a little hmwehold disinfects at 
added. 

The whit-fly could have come in tai 
another plant, or on cut (towers, or 
even on fruit or vegetables. 


TULIP TREE (J.S., Victoria)' — 
Your neighbor's tree is correctly 
named; It is the Tulip tree, Lirioden- 
droa tullpifera, a native of the Carolines 
which has been known to grow to a 
height of 206 feet and with a trunk eight 
feet through. 

The most likely reason why the tree 
hasn't blossomed yet is because it isn’t 
mature enough. It wil Bower In due 
course, but the blossoms are not very 
prominent and you have to search 
carefully in May or early June to find 
the insignificant yellow-green and 
orange ilowers. The flower doesn't look 
anything like a tulip; die tree gets its 
common name from toe unusual tulip 
shape of the leaves.

GLOXINIA CULTURE (P.N.. Oak 
Ray I — When no more blossom buds 
appear, dry off your plants slowly by 
gradually reducing their water supply. 
When topgrowth dies, cut ft down and 
store the bulb in its pot at ordinary 
room temperature. NOT in a cool 
basement During dormancy, give each 
pot half a cup of water once a MONTH 
— just enough to prevent dry rot. 

Shake out the bulb next February, 
pot up In fresh soil, and brine to an 
east or a north window. The Gloxinia 
likes plenty of light but not much direct 
sunshine. «■

One of the young militiamen on 
duty at Duntae Head that memor¬ 
able day was Cpl. G. Harold Llewel¬ 
lyn, of 941 Hear eg. Fifty-three 
yearn later, he vividly recalls the 
historic and amusing morning. 

“ We'd all been fatten in, man¬ 
ned and loaded our guns, and were 
told to stand down. I end some of 
the Duntae Head fellows had tcan* 
dered round to Black Rock, the 
examination battery . There was a 
signaller and a man with a tele¬ 
scope, looking at a signaller on the 
examination boat, out in the har¬ 
bor mouth. 

-These signallers had the old Morse flags, 
(he short and the long, and were practising. I 
happened to be sitting an the ground alongside 
the man who was looking through the telescope. 
Wall, we saw the signaller on the examination 
boat suddenly drop his flag, duck Into the wheel- 
house, and come out with a pair ef semaphore 
flags which are much faster." 

Mr. UeweDyn chuckled at the memory. "And 
gils man wlih the telescope said, 'What’s ths 
■miter wish that man? He’s almost stuttering!’ 

"And then he spalled old this message: Two 
torpedo boats—German I’" 

Than the bin began! T os t a n d of sailing forth 
to shallenge the stranger, as was bis duty — "We 
don't know whether the captain had boeu 
improperly instructed of Ms dudes or whether he 
loot Ms head" — the examination vessel “turned 
round and best it as fast as he could, siren 
screaming. Into the harbor!" 

Leaving the shore batteries with warning 
enemy ships were approaching Esquimau. The 
alarm was sounded. Mr. Uewellyn and oomradea 
ran ta their battery. As the vessels neared, the 
anxious soldiers saw they were two submarines, 
rMb« on the surface. Still Duntze Head and 
Bel more batteries "wafted and waited and waited 
tor orders from Black Rook. But nothing came 
through." 

Watching the craft through his telesoopio 
light, Mr. Llewellyn was thinldag, “ ‘My gosh, if 
these are German submarines, what an those 
men doing, standing on the deck?’ Then I spotted 
the leading submarine had a wMte ensign and 
reported it to my officer. 

"And still we waited. Nothing happened, and 
these submarines came gmUy Into the harbor! 
WsH, there was nothing we could do now, they 
were there.” 

On the 50th anniversary of the submarines' 
dramatic arrival. Major Kirkpatrick Crockett, who 
bad been in command of Black Rock battery, 
recalled be had not ordered the batteries to fire 
when, at the last moment, he spotted one of the 
unannounced visitors was flying a Union Jack ... 

And that is the true story of how British 
Columbia oame to have her famous two- 
submarine navy in the opening days of the First

World War. But tor an extraordinary stroke of 
lurk. Premier Sir Richard McBride's historic 
purchase might have become a tragedy. For, had 
the batteries opened flnr, Mr. Uewellyn 
emphatically maintains, ths subs would have bean 
sank within minutes. 

"That same year, ws had fired in flic annual 
artillery competition, hi our series there were 
two gons, with 30 rounds between them.

He blamed (he fiasco an the fact "war 
happened w quickly. 

"Cmdr Moss, who was In charge of 
EsquimaU Hatton, was away with the Rainbow. 
And the naval officer left In charge had so many 
things piled on top of each other he Ju* 1 didn't 
know where hr was. So it was an abaulute 
surprise.” And almost absolute disaster. 

War found Canada sadly unprepared; in the 
first, feversih hours of hostilities, Ottawa 
apparently frit little concern for the West Coast, 
hence Premier McBride's famous action — 
without authorization of the Legislature and 
without regard to U.S. neutrality laws. The 
pigboets hod been built In Seattle for the Chilean 
Navy but, as that nation had fallen behind In 
payments, the American builders Jumped at 
EC’s offer of fl.U0.000. For three days, the 
province bed Its own navy, before the submarines 
were turned over to the RCN. 

Another Victorian with graphic memories of 
BC.’s submarine days ts George Gilbert, 647 
Mess. He came to Esquimau aboard HMS 
Shearwater, liking Victoria enough to get hia 
discharge here This is his story: 

When war borke out, I was putting in the 
underground cables for the police. I put in all the 
street lights In town; I waa foreman far 
Hutchinson Brothers. 

Down in the Yard, one of the storekeepers 
was off Shearwater, same as me, and knew I was 
in town. When they were looking for crews for 
these boats, they sent a fellow to ask me If I’d 
J Jn up. Because it looked like war was going to 
break out, with that trouble in Serbia, I thought I 
might as well be in it. So when they wanted 
someone who knew electrical or torpedo work — 


they didn't say anyting about a submarine — I 
went down to the yard and joined up. I think-it 
waa the day after war was declared. 

Torn 1 found out it was for the subs. They 
were brought over here by a crew from ths 
Seattle sti.pyarc where they were built. Then they 
started to look for men to run them. We got three 
ex-imperial Nzv/ men off the Shearwater, 
Algerine and Egerla. which had remained here. 
We inly had eight men when we started. Of the 
Americans who brought them over, five men on 
each boat, half went back to 8eattle Five 
remained, at the Empress, to familiarize us with 
banning them. 

I was electrical, or torpedoman, and looked 
after tne batteries and everything ... At first the 
hardest job was to read the nameplates, because 
everything was in Spanish. The ships were named 
Antofagasta and Iquique, after Chile’s major 
cities. We named them OC-1 and OC-2. 

After about a week we went out and took ■ 
few dives. Skipper of the boat I was on was Lieut. 
Adrian Keyes, a® ex-submarine man in the 
Imperial Navy. B.C. Electric rigged up a 
temporary charging plant on shore as we didn't 
do enough running of the main engines to charge 
the batteries, so they had two motor-driven DC 
generators ashore. 

We'd take one boat out, run around to 
familiarize ourselves, take a few dives, then bring 
her in, put her on charge, and take the other one 
out. We'd take oat one or more new men each 
time. They only carried a crew of 15 .. . After 
about 11 days ire bad enough men for the two 
boat*. I stayed on OC-1. 

Ths first dive didn’t make any difference to 
me, I was ss dam busy working the switches and 
gear I didn’t take any notice of If. It's just like 
going into a sealed room; you don’t know whether 
you're down below or up above. It doesn’t make 
any difference in the feel; only thing is, after two 
or three hours the air got quite foul because we 
had no way of purifying it 

We’d patrol off Flattery, back and forth from 
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Take a drive, climb on a bus, walk around your own hometown, and if you’re 
looking for a chuckle or in need of a heart-warming lift, keep your eyes open for the

Many yean ago, probably 75 or 80, « small 
trading i loop c a ut i o u sl y m ade lie may into the mouth 
of Salmon River. It dropped anchor in front of a 
goodty-sised Indian village lying mug behind the pro¬ 
tecting headland. Aboard the little vessel were three 
adventurous Americans who had journeyed up coast 
from Seattle, trading as they went with various tribes 
dwelling along the lonely shores and profiting largely 


thereby. 


lb* main stock in trade was 
cheap whisky — a curse to natives 
who fell hopeless victims of the 
firewater, becoming quarrelsome 
and treacherous. Of tote fact the 
traders were well awaiw. lor after 
doing goad business with the vil¬ 
lagers they took aarr to put a safe 
stretch of water between the drink- 
crazed Indians and them s rivea for 
the night, choosing Blinktosop Bey 
on the mainland, approximately 
eight miles north of the Salma* 
River viMage. 

The following day dawned over a 
regWm as yet untouched by tea 
advance tide of settlement. The 
traders were preparing to depart 
whan they saw two duguot canoes 
approaching in which were three 
native men and two women. Three 
pairs of eyes watched as tee canoes 
want sffontiy past, tee new arrivals 
paying no heed to the sloop and is 
occupants.

One at tee Indians was kiom as 
Makamus. and slteouflh guile a 
yesteg nan he bore tee v^mtalfon at 
being a rogue, even emang his own 
people. Makamus was often oon- 
neated with trouble and lawleaneas 
of same kind *r another. In teat, 
nope of tee party were noted lor 
fcrir goodness or honesty: ad 
craved firewater of which they knew 
th* traders had a large supply. 
Besides, there were other things 
teat Indiana valued highly, such as 
bote* at gaylv patterned calico 
■toting at a dollar a yard, (a stiff 
prtee In those days,) axes, and other 
Useful tools. 

Makamus had seen too much and 
bad Imbibed tea freely. Craving and 
greed art his miad to wadi devhdng 
g ways and means of poaseastag 
himself of the coveted cargo. Having 
thought up a plan he loat no time In 
enlisting the aid of Fat Charlie, 
another native at til repute, alee a 
third ennfed^rate along with tw* 


the s che m e with promises of gay 
cotton with which they loved to 
adom themselves. 

It was quite evident that 
Makamus was the ringleader tar It 
was be who planned the project. 

. j An anticipated, - the. . Americans 
joined the Indians about the fire. 
Tbe wMtemen were received quietly. 
Makamus and his cohorts busied 
themselves making camp, seemingly 
not too anxious to talk trade while 
aB tea time they watched, tar an 
opportunity to catch the white men 
til guard. It same; the natives 
attested to wn behind, stabbing their 
victfcns to death. 

Now coty one trader was left and 
Makamus felt quite able to deal with 
him. He made his way around the 
share until be stood opposite the 
sloop. Coming into tbe open 
Makamus hailed the lane occupant 
who mxm appeared an deok hi 
mmm<m k the summon). The Indian 
raked his rifle; a sharp rapart rang 
out and tee unfortunate white man 
(rumpled lifeless to tee deok. 

The killing ended wtih the 
■erasing of heads — enoe a general 
practice among coast tertians taken 
taey Bought and kfflad. Later the 
bodies were thrown kto tee bay.

King must have ceased something 
wrong in the sudden prosperity to 
his Indian neighbors a cross the 
rivsr.

It 
wasn't until King decided to go to 
BMnkinsop Bay for dams that he 
loam 111 what had taken place. There 
he kamd what was left pf the bumed- 
oto trading sloop.

Keeping quiet. King wafted until 
tee coastal ship, Barbara Bosoowitz,

■apt Mn to notify pie police to his 
discovery. 

It was not long before officers to 
the law arrived at tee Indian vAage, 
demanding an explanation on how 
the natives came by articles srom 
the misting ship. The bulk of the 
loot was well hidden, nor was k 
brought forte at that time. 

Makamus and his male aooom- 
pttoas were arrested and taken to 
Vtotoria to await trial for murder. 
While imprisone d In that city one of 

Inntikteb wfly Makamus and Fat 
Qhasiie pinned the crime on their 
daad comrade They eventually 
wriggled out to tiie conviction wilh 
oaty sevtit years imprisonment for 
bring involved in the sftelr. 

This story was told tee writer 
some 90 odd years ago by an 
oUMmer to Sayward. Tom Hern, who 
got tiie account from the Indians 
themselves. Tom was a oatorful 
character, tall mod learn, with 
drooping while moustache and bear- 
big to a military man.

ikpnsahsi to the late 1880 s and 

■arty 1880s Countless loggers were 
out to work. They aonmrged alt the 
cities to Vancouver and Victoria to 
date Ihe streets. It was gten. 
Fortunately Hqir>r was cheap. A 
glass of beer provided an opportun¬ 
ity to eat as saloons pul biscuits, 
cheese and sometimes sandwiches 
on tiie bar. Tom was among those 
who took advantage to tel* 

la Victoria many people resorted 
to trading in order to make both 
ends meet. Tom came to the 
oonokiskm that he would be better 
off if be got out to town. He jumped 
at a chance to go up to Sainton 
River to squat on claims far a 
company promoting a railway. 

At that time Kim was a great 
move to bring a trans-continental 
line through the mountatos and down 
tee Hemalko Valley to Bllnklnsop 
Bay. A ferrv would link K to Salmon 
River on Vancouver Iriand; from 


there R would run to Victoria. AB 
this to speed tbe transportation' to 
silken cargo from the Orient to 
eastern markets. The feasibility to 
the route was vouched for by a 
surveyor from Victoria named Grey. 
However, tee ven ure collapsed due 
to financial difficulties and tiie 
subsequent expiration of the charer 
which could not be renewed, but nog 
before Tom made the journey north. 

Tom was supplied with provisirna 
and a canoe. He boarded tee 
Barbara Bosoowitz and sailed tee 
inland passage. When tee bast came 
abreast of Salmon River the captain 
had a talk with Tom, advising him 
to re-conalder going ashore, saying it 
was a dangerous place cn account to 
tfla unfriendly Indians inhabiting iba 
village. 

Tom wss not to be discouraged. 
His oanoe was lowered into J.-lm- 
stoae Strait and Ihe gear stowed 
aboard, then he paddled to a small 
beach on Ihe opposite tide to the 
narrow valley from the village, thus 
plaolng the river and flats between 
Mmaetf and the natives. He made 
camp where tee existing rockcut 
begins. 

Tom found another white man, 
George Townsend, trid came into the 
valley far the same reason as 
himself. The two men teamed op. 

The native population showed no 
open hostility when George had 
arrived, bid when Tom came they 
must have decided their rights were 
being threatened as It wa* not long 
before a canoe bearing a number to 
Indio a men oame across tee the bay 
and drew up on the beach In front to 
Ihe campsite. This was obvirusly not 
a friendly call. The white men 
quickly decided to stand back to 
back, guns at re- dy in ease to 
trouble. It was well they did no for 
the natives were In an ugly frame of 
mind. Ttom and Townsend were 
given to understand they were not 
welcome in the valley and were told

Abandoned mine tunnels may become dynamic mining display

For more than a century, the 
Grand Lotchee area of British 
Columbia ha* been content to live 
quietly in the afterglow of Barker - 
viile’s golden glitter. 

Even when Richard Willoughby 
struck it rich on the Grand Lowhee 
Creek in 1861, near the spot where 
Well* now *it* 9 it wa* Barkerville 
that reaped the glory . For Barker¬ 
ville was a dream come true for the 
thousands of placer miners who 
had rushed into the area to stake 
claims on Willow, Williams and 
Lightning Creeks.

Gold Quartz Mine near the town that now bears 
bis name. 

When Fred Wells arrived In this stem In the 
oarily IKS*, afl he had was some experience 


picked up in toe Jtaailand gold strikes of 1898. s . 
vivid dream, and a lot of determination. He was 
convinced that the nugget* picked up on tbs 
Grand Lowhee originated from an ore body 
buried *omehwere in the nearby mountain*, and 
wa* particularly interested In ■ Cow Mourdafti 
claim held by prospector A1 Sounder*, who had 
discovered some gold bearing quartz there. 

Well* wa* so convinced that his mine wadi 
produce gold that he began telling people that ha ,

Creek and Grass Valley camps — two of the most 
famous mining samps hi the United 8tsta* — • 
even before he actually discovered them. Ihen, hi 
1839, he biaid hi* mother lode and proved ono* 
and for all that he was not, a* the depart™*** at 
mines claimed, "an opinionated prospector! 
devoid of geological knowledge.” 

By then, the Cariboo Gold Quartz Company . 
had been formed with WeHs, O. H. S-.Iibakfcs and 
J. R. V. Dunlop s* Director* and Dr. W. B. T 
Burnett, a Vancouver physician who had bettered ; 
In Well* and provided backing for the venture, aa 
It* first president 

A now gold nirii was on and Berkervto* ■ 
sprang once more to life. Only now. the gold of 
the Grand Lowhee was the main attraction and, 
on Jan, 10, 1933, a new milling plant b e g — 
processing ore at Weil*. 

By 1936, when the Cariboo Gold Quartz 
Company paid its first dividend, the mine was 
considered one of the moat spectacular in tos 
provinoe. It* ore won first prize* at the 
Vancouver Exhibition in 1933 and 1934 and Hs 
■took price* Beared. Dividend* totalling 31,800,001 
wen* paid between 1935 and 1943. 

And so, when tbs Cariboo Gold Quartz Mining 
Company ahut its mine hi Well*, last spring, it 
was a staggering Mow to the community, which 
had been born beeauie of die mine and sustained 
by it ever since. But WeB* isn't ready to be en— * 
a ghost town yet. And in tie week* rinse At 
closure was aimoimeed, It has become biorsaa 
lngty dear that the little mining town will not die. 

For the 408-towns-people it’s a matter aI 
personal survival. They either beep Mr • 
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enmnwiity alive or lose al toe wmey, lore and 
labor they've Inverted in thetr km and 
btrtlneaaaa over the years. To dm government, toe 
problem fat one at convenience It would Bke to 
aee the community survive and grow Into an 
auiiiMBiiiwiatliin centre for the thousand* of 
tourists that visit Barkervllle each year. And 
rt risnn Machinery Company IAi.. the North 
Vancouver company responsible tor liquidating 
the mine's assets, seem more kntarerted ki 
building tbe town than they are In tearing it 
Sara They have already made plant to laaraaee 
revenue Into the area by taming tbe mine Into a 
mining museum. 

Nelsons have a unique eollectfcni at mining 
equipment from mine* throughout the provkace 
and plan on settle* it up in the abandoned mine 
tunnels to create the only oomplete, dynamic 
min ing display In North America. 

The likely site for the museum will be toe 
Island Mountain mine an the south side of Jack 
O■Clubs Lake on the outskirts of the town.

This is bore out by the decrease In profits 
from fhe Barkervllle enterprise when the "placer 
operation 1 ' baa bean moved from tbe outskirts of 
the town to its present location. There Is also the 
fact that the Mila aroond fhe area are riddled 
with "dude miner*” panning for gold during the 
summer. 

Such g project is not unrealistic. Pat 
Malcolm, a hydraulic placer miner, who stays at 
the Wells Hotel during foe winter months, say* 
there is plenty of gold In the “bench arena” only 
a lew miles from Wells. “You can pan gold 
anywhere around here,” he maintained. ”Tf 
you're laiT and just want to see colors, all you 
have to do is par the mow. You’ll see gold,” 

But nv«» are ocher goldmines in Wells 
without digging Into the ground to find them. 

The 150,000 tourists visiting Barkerville each 
year caq *{ eno a day or two panning gold; a day 
looting at fhe town; soother day seeing the show 
“The Beat of Barkervllle'' and another day just 
resting. But then what? If you’ve got two weeks 
holidays, what do you do? Unless ymi can get a 
guide, the fishing is only poor to fair. You can g® 
oo a canoe trie, but what if you aren’t a canoeist? 


There'* a nearby glacier, bat how do you get to 
it? Perhaps you'd be contented jua to relax fur a 
few days, but what do you do whft a bunch of 
restless kids? 

To Nelson Machinery, the answers seem 
obvious. If the fishing isn't good, why not make 
the Jack O’Ciuba Lake a trout fisherman’s 
paradise? Kill the scrap fish now populating the 
lake and restock it with rainbows, cutthroat*. 
Dolly Vardeos, or eastern broobies. 

Another question is if an attractive beach can 
be developed from the mine tailings along the 
edge at the lake The lake la cold, but perhaps the 
summer sun might warm the bench water if it 
wai shallow enough. 

Jim McKHvIe, a heavy equipment contractor. 
(Mi an eastern route would bring more people to 
the area. “We're not asking the governme n t to do 
something lhat'a not already planned," he 
explains. “We’re only asking them to ipeed things 
up. 

“If they just spend the money allocated to 
improve the existing road between Qunnel and 
Wells on a roed to Highway 16, it would make a 
world of deference in the number of tourist* 
visiting tne.area.” 

McKelvie point* out that a forestry survey 
has already been completed and the estimated 
coat lor a class four highway to the east is only 
abort $3,506,000. “The road is so important.” he 
adda. “that we're thinking of taking our own 
equipment and punching the road through 
ourselves.” 

"Wliat we really need I* direction." says Nick

for. Up to now tbe company called all the shot*. 
Now we have to make our own decision*. “It * 
going to be tough ” 

And this ta the area to which Nelson 
Machinery M they can be at greatest help. 
Already the company has spent a great deal of 
money making detailed guidance studies of the 
problems ana hope to be able to give tbe outside

Then into the 
refrigerator for from two to 24 hours . . . you 
bake it at your convenience.

This gold are came from Canada It came- from 
the Cordova Gold Mine to Ontario, to be enact, 
am it was to implant to one boy's heart aa 
undying love lot the search lor gold. A love which 
has never died. To satisfy that love, gold finding 
trips have takes him to Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales, though be has also found some gold la 
Devon And Cornwall. 

Apart frorr. Devon and Cornwall, the places 
visited by Mr Collins have been ancient British 
gold Helds and recognized aa such. Indeed, ha 
tells me that the Sutherland gold field in the 
north of Scotland dates back to Pictlsh times. 

It Is bard to connect the British Islas with 
gold and yet Mr, Collins notes that the ancient 
Irish kings, for instance, had very fine gold 
ornaments, the gold lor which came mostly from 
Wicklow goldfield. The Irish were great traders 
and some of their gold ornaments were found as 
far afield as the Rhine Valley.

1 For some b ody who, lor the belter part of ft 
years has been fascinated by gold, It seemed' 
strange that the actual hunt for gold did not begia 
until 22 years ago. Whan 1 asked Mr. Collins what 
first prompted him to become a gold-finder ha 
laughed and said: “Well you see, I met a man 
who had a wonderfid collection at minerals, and 
he .was ail lea going in search at gold. 8a ws 
packed our gear and want up to Scotland to lock 
for It." "And did you find It on (hat first trip?" I 
asked. 

"We did." ha replied with a chuckle. "We 
never would have found It alone, for we had not 
the first Idea how to go about It, but we NO in 
with an old man' who had been a goldminer and 
who still did a btt of prospecting, and he taught 
tu all we needed to know." 

Mr. Collins teQs me that when hinting for 
gold, ha first looks tor exposed bedrock with 
crevises which nobody else has cleaned out ahead 
of Mm. Then with pick and sometime* crowbar, 
ha loosens the rock and opeaa up tha erevloa, for 
It is in these crevices that the gold settles. In this 
part of Km world this method I* known as sniping. 

In Ireland, in the year of tha Coronation, Mr. 
Coliina had an amusing experience. Films of tha 
Coronation wen being shown In Northern Ireland 
but ware not shown in Eire. Just a week before 
Mr, CM Lins arrived, a small cinema north of tha 
border had bean blown up because of a projected 
showing of the ^oyal film. Therefore, the border 
officials ware bagplng a close watch and 
searching every ear passing through Customs. 
Mr. CoUln’s ear was stopped and the fact that ha 
carried pick and shovel, crowbar and »undry 
other tools a eti m ed to tits Customs officer to ba 
highly suspeat. In vein did Mr. Collins plead that 
he was an tonaaent 'vacationer and planned only a 
little gold panning with maybe, a mite of trout 
fMilng thrown la. The Idea that any sane perse* 
should ooma to Ireland to look tor gold waa, to 
tha view of the Customs officer, so much 'my eye 
and Betty Martin.' So Mr. Collins was Invited to 
step in aide br further questioning. 

It waa not long, of course, before Mr. Collins 
waa able to oonvinoo the authorities at his 
bona tides and waa allowed to continue on his way. 
On Mb return he had with him a small vial with a 
lit tie goM to it to show to tha dubious Customs 
officer. But that gen demon only shook Ms head 
and Averred tost It still seemed a mighty queer 
sort of s thing to him. However, Mr.'Collins still 
gets a chuckle out of the man’s final farewell of 
‘Ood bless ye and the divll miss ye.’ 

Aa it to disprove the Customs officer's doubt, 
the biggest nugget found to date by Mr. Collins 
weighed about one ounce and came to light in 
Wicklow, Ireland, and the second largest ha found 
In Doigelley, Wales. As a matter of interest, the 
■ two largest nuggets recorded in the British lalei 
were one of 27 ounces found an Crawford Moor, 
and one of 22 ounces in Wicklow. Here, in British 
Columbia, where all things are or a somewhat 
larger acale, there is record of one weighing 
about 72 ounces, valued at 91,300. found on 
MoDame Creek In 1877. It la probably the largest 
all-gold nugget found in the province. 

While Mr. CoH ins does not expect to find 
anything in the above category on his visit here, 
he does hope to be able to do a little perming. 
Not, he hastens to point out, for gain, hot just for 
the love of the hunt and to add a little B.C. gold 
to hla collection. Apart from the trip to 
Leecbtown, he has made no other gold trlpa here 
so far oaring to transport difficulties! and closed 
logging roads. However, he hopes that, before 
leaving for borne to October, he will have the 
chanoe to go up to the Cariboo to visit what he 
terms Borne of the classic district. And maybe 
•ome day he will come back here to live for he 
freely admits he has fallen mightily In love with 
our island. 
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SALMON — Color-Sorted and Jet Flown 


Today on the Pacifle Coast, fish packers 
collect salmon from widely separated fishing 
grounds, and bring them to centrally located 
canneries. Aa a result, salmon of .different origins 
and of different shades of pink or red arrive at 
the cannery for processing at the aama time. 
To keep the pat* uniform in ate. It Is Important 
to select out, for separate pro c es s ing, those 
salmon with lighter-ookred flesh. The B.C. Re- 
starch Division of Engineering, sponsored by the 
Department of Fisheries, Is developing aa Instru¬ 
ment lor eolor-aarting of salmon an the conveyor 
hi the cannery. It has proved poastMa to tort 


fresh salmn so that the finished product is satis¬ 
factorily uniform. 

Another interesting Item on salmon is that 
gourmets in eastern Canada and Europe dined 
on almost 1,000,000 pounds of fresh B.C. salmon 
last year, thank* to air cargo and the jet age. 

Trollers are working the West Coast the year 
round and using logging roads and highways from 
Tafino to the east side of the island, trucks can 
now move fresh fish to the Vancouver market in 
a few hours and then it is just a short hop to 
Europe in refrigerated containers, arriving firm 
and fresh.

The 
Frenchman's Mtlurnsm over the 
cavalier treatment he received from 
both Churchill and Roosevelt, goes a 
long way to sstplaln his present 
intransigence. 

Nioolaon. who adored France and 
spoke fluent French, and who 
wanted to Uke De Gaulle, fowd him 
arrogant, fa ac Is tic and totally un¬ 
forgiving.

1 did 
not know (had I pc ea a w ed each 
combative instincts. Why ie it toat I 
should feel so gay?” 

And scalp ip Jnty of that year: 
“I have always land England. But 
now I ato in kws with Engtend. 
What a people! What a chanoet . . . 
The chanoe that by our atubborneas 
we shall give victory to the world.” 

This is toe theme of this volume, 
but it is Interpreted by a man who 
prizes above all things the values of 
private life. 

Accounts of conversations with 
his friends and colleagues form the 
major part of the diary. He 
describes what he heard, hoped and 
felt: the look, the feel, the sound 
and smell of London under fire. 

Also the precise circumstance* In 
which he esune to hear the most 
dramatic news, and toe gestures 
with which Churchill—the real hero 
of this book—accompanied his 
greatest phrases. 

Just before reading this book, I 
had been re-reading John Evelyn's 
diary and ths comparison is marked. 
Evelyn wi tne ss e d the Fire of London 
in 1666 : 

”... 10,000 houses all in one 
flame! The noise and erackiog and 
thmder of Impetuous flames ... the 
tell of towers, houses and churches, 
was like a hideous storm ... London 
was, but is no more!” 

Nearly SO years later, Hanokl 
Nlcolaon, who like Evelyn, held a

a diary can be said to have passed 
toe supreme test! 

To those who are tnaatiabie for 
books dealing with the tumultuous 
war years and yet are sated by 
ponderous histories and pompous 
memoirs, the Nlcolaon diaries and 
letter* are as refreshing aa Chabhs 
and raw oysters to a palate dulled 
by year* of army tea and bully beef. 

Nioolsnn was In many ways a 
unique person. An aristocrat by 
birth and inclination, he served for 
M years In the Britieb diplomatic 
service before resigning to work aa 
a Journalist. 

He was an intellectual, in the 
beat sense of the word, and his 
writing had the polish and fastidi¬ 
ousness of a Max Beerbohm. In 
newspapers and periodicals, he 
wrote forthrightly and entertainingly 
of the passing scene. 

The war years provided him with 
a continuous momentous subjeot 
and, fortuitously, the electorate of 
Leicester West provided him with a 
ringside seat in toe House of 
Commons. 

Long before war was declared, 
Nioolaon was on first-name terms 
wHh Churchill, Edea, Butler and a 
host of lesser members of toe 
wartime “cast" and he remained an 
intimate terms with them through¬ 
put toe holocaust. 

This well kn own, wril Mksd. 
cultivated and naturally gre gari ou s 
mart-a bout-town waa a welcome 
companion In clubland and a darling 
at society hostesses. 

Royalist. Francophile, classicist, 
politician and lover of the arts, he 
waa equally at home (fining with 
royalty, de Gaulle, the Master of 
Trinity College, Oxford, the master 
of M Downing Street, and with Noel 
Coward. 

In foot, if one had to design toe 
perfect diarist the result would have 
to resemble Harold Nioolaon.

FLIGHT from TERROR

He and kit parents escaped, by 
m matter of moments only , being 
buried alive by the disastrous 
earthquake of 1917 in Guatemala.

Beamed the worst was over. Three weeks passed 
In comparative quiet, people breathed again, and 
the Christmas season arrived. Christmas Eva was 
still and lovely. Impossible that It should ever be 
different! And then, at 10 p.m., disaster strusk, 
The world ripped apart. 

With the first appalling tremor a portion at 
the Con|ier house oollapaed. They Bed. 

A business friend at the family owned a house 
and a two-acre patio ki the centre of which he 
had constructed a special quake-proof shelter. It 
was octagonal In design, its pie-shaped sections 
supported by heavy timbers. Toward this refuge 
the five Coopers and the three memhere of the 
other family raoed through riven streets and 
panic-stricken crowds. 

Said John Cooper: “The earth opened in front 
at you and huge cracks ran away In every 
direction. People in their hundreds flocked to the 
open parks, shouting, weeping, praying. It was 
pandemonium." 

The shelter was reached by a narrow passage¬ 
way through a row of houses built all against a 
single long wall. The refugees reached the open 
courtyard inside just as the worst shock of all 
brought the hig adobe walla on both aides 
crashing to the ground at their heels. They were 
fling on their fa ore. , ... 

It was not a night one would ever forget. 
Before morning, said John, there were in all over 
300 separate quakes. Jhey tore the needle from 
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the seismograph at the recording station. Looters 
were shot on sight, and Ml through the dark hours 
the gunfire was heard. Stabled horses were 
trapped, and died, not silently. Houses crashed 
continuously, the water mains and the power toes 
went, and derdm-clad soldiers worked with 
civilians to try and free those imprisoned ki the 
fallen masonry. 

“The Gov e r nm ent now denies much of this,'* 
remarked Cooper, and added, “but I was there!" 

IBs family reacbed San Jose on the Paolfie 
coast, by train. They .had wanted to go east, to a 
port on the Caribbean, but this way all transport 
had failed. As St was, the packed-in p ass wigres 
scarcely dared to breathe as they crossed 
loosened trestles which swayed and groaned 
beneath the weight The huge clock at the station 
had been torn from Its mooring and flung some 
distance away, where, face up, it recorded the 
time of the shock — one minute to IS. 

Along the coast a little way some of the 
refugees were given shelter in buildings owned by 


the Trans-Atlantic Cable. One of these they 
shared with an immense red and green lizard 
which they didn't know until afterwards was 
poisonous! However, they did pretty well with the 
kndcrabs which lived hi the nearby saad dimes 
and peered out at them through port-holes in the 
■and. These made good eating, and were snared 
by banana peel sneakily eased along in front of 
them at the end of a string i 

Some two weeks of this, and a train was 
Sound which look the Coopers to the opposite 
ooasf. A small boat, “crawling with cock¬ 
roaches," landed them at New Orleans. The 
nightman- was over.

One is a curious Indian blanket, Mack aad 
white stripes, with a deep fringe, which some 
member of the family caught up as they fled, and 
the other is an engraved oopper plate, the work at 
one P. Garcl Aguirre, official medallist, explains 
Cooper, and die-cutter to Ferdinand of Spain, 
in the 1700s. An engraving made from this shows 
an interesting primitive-type bead of a Spanish 
saint, Domingo de Guzman, and is ofearty the 
work of an accomplished artist. 

These two Items, conversation pieces today, 
are almost his only mementos of a shattering 
childhood experience. Almost — not quite. One 
other result is still with him, and always will be. 

"I never ean faring myself to trust high 
bufldings," be says, just a little grimly!
